One of Tolstoy’s celeb rated folk tales is that 
of a drunkard w'ho was made tutor to two young 
children and decided to retorni b ecause he could 
not endure the unconscious reproach of their in­ 
nocent, puie eyes. -One nev er looks into a child’s 
eyes without sensing the b eauty with which God 
has endowed its soul. But what is the reaction when 
we look into our own souls and b ehold the pollu­ 
tion caused b y sin? Are we spurred to repentance, 
or tempted into the ultimate folly of despair? 
It is Christian teaching that no matter how 
often, or to what degree, he has sinned, man may 
restore his soul to its pristine glorv b y sincere re­ 
pentance and reform. Grav e sin not only b e­ 
smirches the soul, b ut rob s it of life. It is perhaps 
b ecause they cannot perceiv e the inner tragedy 
WTOught b y sin in their .souls that so many persist 
in their ev il, or seek to postpone the day of repent­ 
ance. The danger here is that they may come to 
despair of forgiv eness and thus commit the great­ 
est of all follies—the denial of Gods mercy. 
It is good to hav e such a Tear of God that it 
will deter us from offending Him, and b ringing 
His wrath upon us. The fear of God is the b egin­ 
ning oi wisdom. But it is far from b eing all of wis­ 
dom. The soul in its relation to God must nurture 
a holy fear, b ut it must also b e stirred b y the de­ 
sire to lov e and b e lov ed b y its Creator. 
If the sinner will rememb er that God is all- 
merciful and kind as well as just, he will not only 
find the path that leads b ack to God, b ut discov er 
Him waiting with outstretched arms. There has 
nev er yet b een a truly repentant sinner to whose 
soul God has not delighted to restore its lost b eauty 
and life.
